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YEAR  OF  1954 


The  year  1954  closed  with  an  overdraft  of  appropriation  due 
entirely  to  the  hurricane,  but  with  the  excess  revenue  the  town 
closed  its  books  with  a  budget  surplus  of  $2,884.09. 

Many  things  transpired  throughout  the  year.  The  most  re- 
gretable  was  the  passing  of  the  senior  member  of  our  Board,  Arthur 
W.  Smith.  Over  the  past  two  decades  he  served  our  town  faithfully 
in  one  or  more  of  the  following  offices :  Selectman,  Overseer  of  Poor, 
Representative  to  the  General  Court,  Moderator  and  many  other 
minor  offices. 

Town  Meetings  were  very  popular;  a  special  meeting  on  Jan- 
uary 23rd  in  which  purchase  of  the  Water  Company  was  voted 
down;  the  annual  meeting  on  March  9th  was  adjourned  to  May  1st 
to  give  further  study  to  the  sewer  problem  and  the  final  sewer  vote 
at  a  special  meeting  on  October  4th. 

After  numerous  trips,  and  meetings  here  and  in  Concord  the 
Bond  Issue  was  completed  for  $105,000.00  as  a  general  purpose 
issue  payable  in  18  years  and  to  include  the  Sewer,  Alvime,  Com- 
pressor, and  Town  Garage  Bonds. 

The  Alvirne  Project  started  well  with  a  low  bid  from  a  local 
contractor  for  the  rough  grading  and  removal  of  stumps.  A  large 
scraper  was  then  brought  in  and  the  field  was  brought  to  a  sub- 
grade.  In  order  to  stretch  the  dollars  it  was  decided  to  use  town 
equipment  on  Saturdays,  supplemented  by  local  truckers  in  hauling 
and  leveling  the  loam.  This  worked  for  a  while  but  every  Friday 
and  Saturday  it  rained  and  we  were  unable  to  operate  in  the  loam 
fields,  so  the  job  was  stopped  until  spring  of  1955.  We  hope  that  it 
will  be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  sewer  project  got  off  to  a  bad  start.  In  every  direction  on 
the  Derry  Road,  we  found  ledge  and  in  some  places  it  was  twelve 
feet  deep.  Water  pipes,  gas  pipes  and  cave-ins  predominated  in 
other  areas.  The  hurricane  hit  just  as  we  were  crossing  the  brook 
at  the  Central  and  Library  Street  intersection.  Things  then  moved 
rapidly  until  frost  set  in,  which  left  a  short  section  of  Central  Street, 
Adelaide  Street  and  George  Street  to  be  completed  with  a  few  short 
side  extensions. 
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The  new  Highway  Garage  was  started  in  the  middle  of  the 
year  and  is  well  on  its  way  to  completion  and  should  take  care  of 
that  department  for  many  years. 

We  hired  a  part  time  secretary  and  are  in  the  process  of  coordi- 
nating all  of  the  work  into  the  office. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  the  Civil  Defense  setup 
and  hope  to  have  an  efficient  operating  department  before  the  end 
of  March. 

We  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  one  and  all,  both 
town  employees  and  citizens  for  their  advice  and  assistance  to  us  in 
all  the  various  projects  that  were  taken  on  in  1954.

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $250.00  to  improve,  repair  and  surface  the  following:  Essex 
Street,  Hill  Street  and  Newland  Avenue  upon  Petition  of  Wallace 
Bills  and  others. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $250.00  to  improve  and  tar  Clement  Road  from  the  junction 
of  Route  111  to  section  already  surfaced  upon  petition  of  Lawrence 
Patriquin  and  others. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  Dump 
Truck  for  the  Highway  Department  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$8,000.00  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
bonds  or  notes  that  may  be  voted. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  any  legal  resident 
or  tax  payer  of  the  Town  to  raise  any  question  on  any  printed  matter 
contained  in  any  present,  prior  or  future  annual  Town  Reports,  at 
any  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the  Town,  upon  petition  of  Arthur 
W.  LeBlanc  and  others. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1,600.00 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  pickup  truck  for  the  Highway 
Department.

The  Highway  Department  completed  the  year  1954  quite  suc- 
cessfully, although  numerous  unforeseen  problems  arose. 

Considerable  time  was  required  on  the  Sewer  Project  in  help- 
ing dynamite  ledge,  back  filling,  clearing  roads  and  unloading  pipe. 

New  curbing  and  drain  were  installed  at  the  Bridge,  Ferry  and 
Central  Streets.  The  area  was  then  hot  topped.  This  should  elimi- 
nate any  appreciable  maintenance  for  many  years  to  come.  We  hope 
to  continue  the  hot  topping  in  future  years.  These  projects  are 
under  the  T.  R.  A.  State  Fund. 

Heavy  rain  caused  quite  a  few  flash  floods  and  washouts  dur- 
ing the  year,  but  all  roads  were  kept  open.  The  hurricane  kept  us 
busy  clearing  up  trees  and  brush. 

Our  major  road  jobs,  those  of  Bums  Hill,  Wason  and  Bush  Hill 
Roads  are  well  on  their  way  to  completion  and  should  be  completed

1954  REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION 

COMMISSION 

Approximately  300  children  and  teen-agers  took  part  in  play- 
ground activities  during  the  past  year.  The  activities  under  the 
direction  of  the  Town  Recreation  Commission  and  the  supervision 
of  two  paid  playground  instructors  were  carried  on,  Monday 
through  Saturday  mornings,  from  June  21  through  August  27,  with 
special  events  planned  for  each  week.  Highlighting  the  special 
events  program  were  an  all-day  outing  to  Silver  Lake  State  Park,  a 
Field  Day  at  the  playground  and  a  Father  and  Son  ball  game. 
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The  Little  League  team  played  20  games  with  neighboring 
town  and  city  leagues.  Each  week  two  mornings  from  the  regular 
playground  activities  were  set  aside  for  league  practice  with  indi- 
vidual attention  in  fundamentals  and  techniques  being  given  to  the 
boys  by  the  playground  instructor.  The  voluntary  assistance  of 
some  of  the  boys'  fathers  for  evening  games  was  very  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  Commission.  Trophies  were  awarded  at  the  end  of 
the  season  to  the  most  valuable  players,  as  determined  by  vote  of 
their  team  mates. 

The  playground  craft  program  which  was  held  at  the  Youth 
Center,  three  afternoons  each  week,  from  June  28  through  August 
20,  under  the  supervision  of  two  paid  instructors,  proved  as  popular 
this  year  as  it  has  in  previous  years.  A  varied  assortment  of  articles 
which  the  girls  and  boys  had  made  were  exhibited  at  the  end  of  che 
season. 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year  something  can  be  done  to  organize 
a  Pony  League  in  addition  to  the  popular  Little  League,  if  sufficient 
funds  for  equipment  are  available. 

Plans  have  been  made  by  the  Commission  to  install  some  play- 
ground equipment  at  Hudson  Center,  if  land  centrally  located  can 
be  made  available  for  this  purpose.  In  future  years  it  is  also  hoped 
that  some  playground  equipment  can  be  installed  at  the  southern 
end  of  the  town,  making  it  available  to  small  children  who  could  not 
travel  the  distance  to  the  playground. 

There  have  been  requests  again  during  the  year  for  a  tennis 
court,  but  funds  have  not  been  available  for  this  purpose. 

Although  the  firemen  have  cooperated  in  trying  to  flood  the 
playground  for  skating,  so  far  this  has  not  been  successful.  Next 
year,  we  hope  to  have  a  place  hot-topped  so  that  a  good  foundation 
will  be  available  for  flooding,  and  a  good  skating  surface  can  be 
provided  for  both  children  and  adults. 

Taking  over  the  Youth  Center  from  the  School  District  has 
added  to  our  expenses,  but  it  has  been  ideal  for  summer  craft 
classes,  and  can  be  used  by  any  youth  group  for  a  meeting  place. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  wish  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion to  the  parents  and  interested  citizens  for  their  assistance,  and 
for  the  donations  of  materials  which  helped  us  to  carry  on  our 
playground  craft  program  to  the  end  of  the  season.

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Revision  of  Financial  Report: 

The  financial  report  of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1953,  which  was  filed  with  this  office  did  not  include 
as  a  receipt  item  the  proceeds  of  the  serial  notes  amounting  to 
$15,500.00,  or  as  an  expenditure  item  a  like  amount  for  the 
purchase  of  new  highway  equipment.  To  properly  reflect  this 
transaction  the  $15,500.00  should  have  been  included  as  both 
a  receipt  and  expenditure  even  though  the  notes  were  given  directly 
to  the  company  from  whom  the  equipment  was  purchased  and  no 
actual  receipts  or  expenditure  of  cash  was  involved. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  overdraft  of  $3,800.00  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  payment  of  long  term  notes  was  occasioned  by  the 
fact  that  a  note  of  this  amount  which  matured  in  1954  was  paid  in 
1953. 

Abatements  and  Added  Taxes: 

As  had  been  the  case  in  previous  years,  it  is  again  noted  that 
during  1953  tax  abatements  and  refunds  totaling  a  very  substantial 
amount  were  made.  It  is  further  noted  that  a  large  amount  of 
added  taxes  were  committed  to  the  Collector  in  excess  of  the 
original  warrants.

It  is  recommended  that  the  surety  bond  of  the  Treasurer  be 
increased  from  $5,000.00  to  $20,000.00,  in  order  that  the  amount 
of  the  bond  may  be  more  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  funds 
which  the  Treasurer  handles.

The  large  basement  room  in  the  library  continues  to  serve 
as  meeting  place  for  several  town  organizations.  The  Hudson 
Players  and  the  Hudson  Fortnightly  Club  have  donated  gifts  for 
the  improvement  and  comfort  of  the  room.  The  library  trustees 
have  had  two  large  work  tables  made  and  placed  in  the  basement 
for  the  use  of  the  towns  people.  The  small  basement  room  used  by 
the  selectmen  until  they  moved  to  the  new  firehouse  will  be  used 
for  storing  and  displaying  town  historical  exhibits.  These  exhibits 
are  being  collected  and  arranged  by  a  group  from  Hudson  Fort- 
nightly under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Paul  Buxton.  Anyone 
having  items  of  historical  interest  may  contact  Mrs.  Buxton.
